ing she could not, she bore up, and run under her 
topsails and jib, with the wind on her quarter. 
I immediately made sail to bring the ship up with 
her, and 5 minutes before 6 p. M. being along ride 
within half pistol shot, we commenced a heavy 
fire from all our guns, double shotted with round 
and grape, and so well directed were they, and ao 
warmly kept up, that in 1 5 minutes his mixen- 
mast went by the board, and his main-yard in the 
slings, and the hull, rigging and sails very raueh 
torn to pieces.

" Sir— finding myself much embarassed hf 
the Alert, from the great Dumber of prisoners 
we have alreadj made, (about 500) I concluded 
that before our arriral in America, the number 
would be considerablj augmented, and as I found 
my proTisions and water gettl% shorty and being* 
well satisfied that a plan had been, organized by 
them for rising on the ship in the event of an en« 
gagement, I considered it to be the interest of my 
Gountiy to get clear of them as speedily as poisi* 
hie, particularly aa I wastrel! assured thi^t irome* 
diatel^ oa their arrival in St. Johns an equal num- 
ber of my countrymen would be released and 
ftnd a sure and immediate cosiveyance.

« Sir — On the aflemoon of the SOth August; 
in latitude 36, y^Ioneitude 62, W. discovered 
one of the enemy's frigates standing tow&rds ut 
under a press of sail, apparently with an inten« 
tion of spiqpjung'ibr Stood for him under easy 
sail, with (he ship prepared for action ; apprehen- 
aire that he might not £nd us in the nigbt, I 
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hoisted a light At 9 he made a signal, coiiaUt- 
ing of two flashes and one hlue light, apparentlj 
•hout four miles distance from us. I continued 
to stand on for the i)oiut where tliey were seen 
until midniglit, when not getting sight of the ene- 
my, I eoncluded tliat it would he hest to heave 
to for him until day-light, presuming that he liad 
done the same, or that he would at least have 
kept in our neighbourhood ; but to my great tur« 
pidsc, and the moKificatioa of my officei-s and 
crew, (whose zeal ou every occasion excites my 
admiration,) we disooyered in llio morning that 
the bird had flowu'! From the latitude and Ion* 
gitude in which we saw this vessel, and from her 
fieetness, which enabled her to disappear so soon, 
I think it not unlikely diat it was the Aoasta of 
50 guns and 350 meh.'Sent out willi so much pa- 
rade, accompanied by the Ring-Dove of twenty 
two guns, to eniise for the Essex !

" At sea, September 5th, 1812. 
■' Sir— On the 4th iost, oft* tlie tail of St 
Gcoi'gti's Bank, I discovered two 6lnl>s of wn- to 
the sbuthwaifl, and a brig to tbc north*.vard— tlie 
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^rjg ia clitse oH an American merdiant shipf ami 
I bad not the slightest doubt of tbcir being ene- 
luiei — gave cliasc to the brig, which attempted 
to |ias8 US to join the rest ef Uie iquadron ; thiB 
ve prevented, and compelled her to itimd to the 
northward ; continued in diaae until we got 
abreast of the American &bip« when wc gare over 
chase, as the wind was getting light, and the brig 
tearing us with her sweepa out. On showing oat 
colors to the American merchant fhip, several 
■igiial guns were fired by the ships to the south* 
wanl, which made all sail in chase of as. At 4 
p. M. they had gained our wake, and had come 
up with us very fast. Calculating on making mjr 
escape by some mancniTre in the course of the 
night, I hoisted American colon, and fired a gun 
to windwanl ; tlic ships sUlt continuing to gain on 
IIS, and the largest being eonaderably to wind- 
ward of the other, and aboat five miles astern of 
us, bearing S. by W. I determined to heave about 
as soon as it grew dark,- and in ^e event of our 
not being able to pass him, to fire a broadside in- 
to him, and lay him on board. With this view 
made every an*angcment and preparation, the 
crew in high spirits, and gave tliree cheers when 
the plan was proposed to them. At 90 minutes 
after 7, hove about and stood S. E. by S. (the 
win;: heading us off the .moment we hove iik 
stays,) until tJiirjby minutei Alter 8^ whea we tot 
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Itway S. W. trithoat seeing any more of tliem» 
vhicli seems the more extraonlinaiy, as a pistol 
was fired by accident on board Uiis ship at ths 
moment when we must have been at our shortest 
distaaee from them. Finding myself thus cut oif 
from New-York and Rhode Island, I made the 
best of my way for the Ilelaware. 

** Considering this escape as a very extraordi-

* Mouth of the Delaware, September 7th, 1812. 
•* Sir— In pursuance of your orders of the 24th 
of June, I sailed from Sandy-Hook on the third 
of July, shapini^ i.-iy coursr «o the southward. In 
the latitude of 30, 52, NT. longitude 66, 16, W. I 
eaptured the brig Lamprey, HI days from Jamai- 
ca ; by her I received certain intelligence that at 
the time of her departure, the Thetis fi*igate 
with specie, and a large convoy for England, was 
to sail on or about the 26th of June, and that se- 
veral running ships were also on the point of dtf- 
partui'e. I consequently made every exertion to 
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get off St Augnstine* in time fo fall in vith 
them, bat without effect, as firesh gales preTailed 
from the louth-vest, and increased until the 19th 
of July, when ve were eompelled to send. 

** I succeeded in getting within a few miles'' as 
far south as St. Augustine, but was baffled in everj 
attempt to get to the westward t as the gales con- 
tinued to increase, and as there was no probabilitj 
of getting there in time to meet the convoj, I 
concluded it best to endeavor to intercept it on 
the Banks of Newfoundlaad, to which place I 
proceeded, taking Halifax in mj way, and al- 
tliougli I have been disappointed in my expecta- 
tions, I hope that the facts above stated, and the 
services rendered by the Essex, may he consider- 
ed a sufficient apology for departing from the let- 
ter of your instructions. 

*< It is much to be regretted that I had not 
witli me a sloop of war at the time f fell in with 
the convoy of the Aiinerva, (as well as on other 
important occasions,) that the ships of the con- 
voy might be kept in play while I engaged tlie 
frigate.

we stood from them for some time, then shortened 
sail, and steered the remainder of the uigbt the 
course we had jierceiyed them on. At day^-light 
on Sunday the eighteenth we saw them ahead-— 
gave chase, and soon discovered them to be a coq« 
my of six sail nndcr the protection of a sloop of 
war, four of them large ships, mounting from six- 
teen to eighteen guns. At thirty-two roinntes 
past eleven, a. m. we engaged the sloop of war, 
having first received her fire at the distance oC 
fifty or sixty yards, which space we gradually 
lessened, until we laid her on board, after a well 
supported fire of forty three minutes ; and al- 
though so near, while loading the last broadside, 
that our rammers were shoved against the side 
of the enemy, our men exhibited the same alacri- 
ty which they had done during the whole of the 
action. They immediately surrendered u^Mrn our 
gaining their forecastle, so that no loss was sus- 
tained on either side after boarding. 

*' Our main*lop-ma8t was shot away between 
4 and 5 minutes from the commencement of tlie 
firing, and falling toget^r with the main-topsail 
^-ard across the larboard fore and fore-topsail bra- 
ces, rendered our head-yards unmanageable the 
remainder of the action. At eight minutes the 
pi{t and main-top-gallant-mast came dowrn* and at 
twenty nuoutcs from the beginning of the action. 
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CTery braec and most of the rigging was sboft 
awaj. A few minatcs after separating from the • 
Frolic, both her masts fell upon deck, the main* 
mast going close by the deck, and the foremaik 
tvelre or fifteen feet above it. 

*' The courage and exertions of the offieert 
and crew, fully answered my expectations and 
wishes. Lieutenant Biddle's active conduct, eon* 
tributed much to our success, by the exact atten- 
lion pfdd to every .^bpartment during the engage- 
ment, and the animatmg example he afforded the 
crew by his intrepidity. Lieutenants Rodgers, 
Booth, and Mr. Rnpp, showed by the incessant 
fire from their divisions, that they were not to be 
surpassed in resolution or skill. Mr. Knight and 
every other officer acted with a courage and 
promptitude highly honorable, and I trust have 
given assurance that they may be relied on, 
whenever their services may be required. 

** I could not ascertain the exact loss of the 
enemy, as many of the dead lay buried under die 
masts and spars that had fallen upon deck, 
which two hours exertion had not sufficiently re- 
moved Mr. {riddle, who had charge of the Fro- 
lic, states, that from what he saw, and from infor- 
mation from the officers, the number of killed 
must have been about thirty, and that of the 
wounded abeut forty tr fifty— of the killed is her 
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first lieutenant and sailing master, of the wound- 
ed Captain Wbinyates and the second lieutenant. 
• *' We had five killed and five wounded, as per 
Est ; the wounded are recovering. Lieuteqa^ t 
Claxtouy who was confined by sid^^essy left his 
bed a little previous to the engagement, and 
though too weak to he at his division, remained 
upon deck, and showed hj his composed manner 
of noting incidents, that we htd lost hj his iUnen 
the servloes of a brave ofBeer.

cr. Slaee tliat anfortimate erentt another lio- 
tniiiating incident has occarred in the captore of 
the Macedonian^ one of the largest and finest fri-, 
gates in our service, hy the United States frigate^ 
after a hard fought and bloody contest, in vhich 
we suffered considerable loss. Accustomed, as 
ve have hitherto been, to a long and uninterrupt- 
ed tide of success upon the watery element, aad ' 
claiming an absr^ute and exclusive sovereigntjr 
over the ocean, to be defeated there, where ve 
securely rested our proudest hopes and wishes^ 
might reasonably be expected to check our inso- 
lence and mortify our pride. In tltis view of the 
case, and if we could not flatter ourselves that it 
would have the effect of inducing us to abate 
somewhat of our unwarrantable pretensions, and 
listen to terms of modci*ation and forbearanec, 
our regret would be sensibly diminished ; since 
even the misfortune, severe as it is, might be ood- 
verted into a great and lasting benefit to the na- 
tion at large. But the mischief will not confine 
itself here ; the charm of the iuvlncibility of the 
British navy, like that of tlic Grecian warrior, 
being destroyed, the terror that has long preeed- 
C(I our flag, and jcommandcd tlic abject homage of 
sun'ounding nations, will henceforward be dis«i- 
jiated, and every maritime power with whom we 
may be involved in war, will fight with redoubled 
zeal ; ardently and anxiously hoping to lower oiur 
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ateciMlencji and eitoblish the freedom of tlie sets. 
It is not diffieult to anticipate the remit ; and if 
irhat has been stated by an eminent orator to our 
parliament be traoy that ** it i$ t0 htr naval 
9tr€figth aloneg that Engiand tweM her ex»tf- 
encCf and when she ecases to be great, die win 
be voTHlVG i" then is the period of her destme- 
tioo not far distant, and she must be eontent to 
. lower her crest, and hold an equal rank with the 
inferior and tributary isles of the sea. In all our 
contests with other states, and in all our calcula- 
tions of the future, we adopt the same high tone» 
and indulge in the same presumptuous confiilence 
of success, that characterized the halcyon days of 
s«ir prosperity, when England exhibited the briglit 
effulgence of her towering sj^lcndar, and under 
the wise and patriotic administrations of our Bnr- 
leighs, our Godolphins, our Harleys and oar 
Chathams, we scattered the invincible armadas of 
her conspiring enemies, and routed the confede- 
rated fleets and armies of Holland, France, and 
Spain. But we must now learn, painful as is the 
task, to forget the golden days, or if we eannot 
wholly obliterate them from our fancy, think of 
them as of the romantic tales of ancient timest 
gone to return no more ! We must disenenmbec 
ourselves of those costly trappings and fietittoos 
nppendagf S| which serve only to remind us of our 
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departed greatneas, ind to exhibit a contrait ^ 
tveen our aneient gloriety and our present falte 
atate. 

" A poweifbl and fitbI nation is now npid^ 
tiling in the tresty whose remonstrancea we han 
hitherto derided, hat whose resentment we shs! 
soon he taught to feel, wh'* for our follies or os 
erimes seems destined to retaliate un us the aim 
Ties we hare inflietcd on defenceless and opprea 
ed states, to share wHh us the fertile inroduets o 
the ocean, and snatch from our feeble smd* decrs 
pit hrtnds, tlie imperial trident of the main. It h 
not tliat the skill and gallantry of our hnre de> 
fenders is not as eminently conspicuous as heretO' 
fore, or that their comroandera are not as well 
iitted to lead them on to victory over their ene< 
nics ; no— it is that the deadly worm of corrop- 
lion, which is preying upon the vitals of the state, 
iias at length penetrated to oar floating batterief, 
rendering them an inert and unwieldy mau ol 
rotten planks, bilging upon the rocks and quick- 
sands^ and driven abcul deprived of chart or eom- 
nass, at the mercy of the winds or wares.

Such was the 
confidence of Captain Sinclair In the sailing of 
tiie Argus, that during the chase, although at one 
time so closely pressed as to be eanpeUed to Hght- 
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and ipan and deck boats, and atarting the aak wt' 
ter -with ti^ch his casks had been filled as the 
fiiash mMt had been used, and redaced to thf 
last necesaity of wetting his sails ; yet did he t^ 
serve all fcu gunsy and one night during the chase 
he found time to capture, man, and dispatch i 
prize. 80 close iKre they upon his heels, thi 
when he again made sail, two of the ships opensi 
^eir batteries up<m him.^'

** Sir^I hare the honor to inform you, ih 
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•n tbe 29th uldmo, at 2 p. m. in souili htitudei 
l.S, 6, and west longitude thirty eighty ten leagues 
distance from the coast of Brazil, I fi^l in witfa^ 
and captured his Britannic Majesty's feigtte Ja- 
va, of 40 guns, and upwards of 400 jaen« fomp 
manded hy Captain Lambert, a very diifinguished 
officer. The action lasted one hour and 55 mi- 
nutest in wliioh time the enemy vas cprapletely 
dismasted, not having a spar of any kind standing. 
The loss on board the Constitution -was 9 killed 
and twenty-fire wounded, as i>er enclosed list— 
The enemy had 60 killed and 101 wounded, eeiv 
tainlyy (among tnc hitter captain Lambert* mor- 
tally,) but by the enclosed letter, written on board 
tbe #hip, (by one of the officers of the Jaya*) 
aad aceidenlaUy found, it is evident that the ene- 
my's wounded, must have been muck greater than 
as above stated, and who must hare died of thdr 
-wounds previously to their being rem(yred« The 
letter states sixty killed and one hundred and st** 
venty wounded. 

** For further details of the aation, I beg leaTe 
to refer yon to the enclosed extracts from my 
Journal. The Java had, in addition to her own 
crew, upwards of one hncdred supemumeraiy 
officers and seamen, to Join the British dupe of 
war in the Eastplndies ; aiioy LleiUeiiaat<^eoei«l 
l^lsopy appointed to tbe eommand of Bombay* 
3l9JQr Walker, and CAptain Wood* of his staff* 
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and CspUin Mardkall, mftster tud eemmi 
the Britnii Nsry, gotng to the East^Iiidiei 
comnuttd of a doop of w«r there.

chased me into the harbor ; but night coming 

I wore, and stood to the southward. Knov 

f hat she had left Rio Janeiro for the express ] 

pose of relieving the Bonne Citoyenne and 

Packet^ (wluch I had also blockaded for foui] 
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daysy and oMiged her to send her nail to Rio, ja 
a Portuguese smack,) I judged it most pmdent to 
change my cruiang ground, and stood to Uie cast- 
vardy with the Tiew of crtitnng off Pemambuco-— 
and on tlie 4th day of February, captured the 
English brig RcsoTutioo, from Rio Janeiro, bound 
to Moi-anham, with coffee, jerked beef, flour, fus- 
tic, and butter, and about 25,000 dollars in specie. 
As the brig sailed dull, and could ill spare hands 
to man her, I took out the money and set her cm 
fire. I then i*nn down tlie coast for Moranhanif 
and cruised there a sliort time{ from thence ran 
off Surinam. After cruising off that coast from 
the 5th to the 28d of February, without meeting 
a vessel, I stood for Demarara, with an inteDtiony 
flfhould I not be fortunate on that station, to ran 
.through the West-Indies, on my way to the Unl- 
-ted States. But on the morning of the 84th, I dis- 
covered ft Inig to leeward, to which I gayc chaae ; 
ran into quarter less four, and not having a pilo^ 
was obliged to haul off— the fort at the entrance 
of Dcmarara river at this time bearing S. W. dis- 
tance about 8 1-2 leagucfc Previously to giving up 
the chase, I discovered at anchor witliqut the bar 
with English colors flying, apparently n htif^ of 
war. In beating round Corobano Bank, in order 
to get at her, at half past 3 F. M. I dneovcrtd 
another sail on mjr weather qouter, edging down 
for «e. At 4 20 n^Qttt«ty she MiCtd Ep|^ oo- 
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Ion» at nrlikb time we diieofered her to be • 
large mm of war brig— 4»eat to quarters, and 
cleared ibip for aetion— keptxloie by the windy 
iaorder, if poMible, to get the weather-gage. At 
5 10 Ainutea^ finding I eould weather the eneniTy 
I hoisted American colon, and tacked« At 5 30 
minutCBy in passing each other, exchanged broad- 
sides within Iialf pistol shot Observing the ene- 
my in^^^ act of wearinj^, I bore ap, received his 
•tarbonu- broadside, ran lum close on board on the 
atarboani quarter, and kept up such a heavy and 
well directed fire, that in less than 15 mhiutes he 
eurreudercd, being literally cnt to pieces, and 
lioistcd an ensign, union down, from. his fore 
rigging, as a sigual of distress. Shortly after, his 
mainmast went by the board. Despatched Keu- 
teuant Shubrick on boai-d, who soon returned with 
her first lieutenant, who reported her to be his 
Britannic mujestj's late brig Peacoek, command- 
ed by captaiu William Peake, who fell in the latp 
tcr part of the aciion — tliat a number of her erew 
were killed and wounded, and that she was sink- 
ing fast, haying then six feet of water in her hoU. 
Despatched the boats immediately for the wound- 
ed, and brought both vessels to anchor. Sueh 
sliot holes as could be got at, were then plugged ; 
her guns thrown overboard, and every posuUe 
exertion used to keep her afloat, until the priaa* 
ners could be removed* faj pumping and bailings 
but without effect^ and she unfortunately sunk in 
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Bve and a half fathoms 'water, carrjing dovn 18 
of hercreir, and three of mj brave feUowi, viz.- 
Jobn Hai-t, Jooeph WilUams, and Hannibal Boyds 
Lieutenant Connor, midi^ipman Cooper, and the 
remainder of the Hornet's erew, employedln ^- 
moviog the priaonen, with diffieuky saved them- 
selves by jumping into a boat that was lying on her 
bows as 5ihc went down. Four men, of the thir- 
teen mentioued, were so fortunate as tUpkin the 
fore-top, and were afterwards taken cff' by the 
boats, flevious to her going down, four of her 
men took to her stem boatj whicli had been mueh 
damaged during the action, who, I hope, reached 
the shore in safety ; but from the heavy sea nm- 
uuig at the time, the shattered state of the boat, 
and the difficulty of landing on the coast, I muoh 
fear they were lost I have not been able to as- 
certain from her officers the exact number killed. 
Capt. Peakc and four men were found dead on 
board. I'he master, one midshipman, caqtciitcr, 
and captain's derk, and twenty-nine scumcu were 
wounded, most of them severely, tlirce of whom 
died of their wounds after being removed, and 
nine drowned. Our loss was trifling in compari- 
son. John Place, killed ; Samnel Coulsau, and 
Joseph Dalrymple, sUghtly wounded; George Cof- 
fin, and Lewis Todd, severely bamt by the ezplo- 
rioci of a cartridge* Todd survived onty • few- 
dtyi. Our rigging and sails wcro much cut ; one 
diot through the loremniti aad the bowsprit 
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liltgfatly injured. Our hall received littfe or iki 
damftge. At the time the Peeeeek wm hrooght 
to actio% the L*Efpiegtey (the brig mentioiied 
aboTe m being at anehoFy) moanting 16 two and 
thirtj poand cammadei, and 3 long nine% Itj 
about six milei in ihore^ and eoold plainly we 
the whole of the action. Apprehensiye that ihc 
would beat out to the asaiitance of her eonaort,^ 
Bueh exestions were made by my offieera an(^ 
crew in repairing damages, &o. that by 9 o'eloel^ 
the boats -were stowedi a new set of ■s fl a.'^entj and^ 
the ship completely ready for action. At 2 A. M. 
got under way, and stood by the wind to the north* 
ward and westward^ onder easy saiL « 

** On mustering next ; toraiog^ found we had 
277 souls on board, including the crew of the 
American brig Hunter^ of Porllandy taken a few 
days before by the Peacock. And, aa we had 
been on two thirds allowance of provisions for 
some timet and had but 3,400 gallons of water on 
board, I reduced the allowance to three pints a 
inan, and determined to make the best of my way 
to the United States. 

" The Peacock was deservedly styled one of 
the finest vessels of her class in the British navy, 
probably about the tonnage of the Hornet. Her 
beam was greater by fire inches } but her extreme 
length not so great by four feet She mounted 
16 twenty-four pound carronades, two long nioea^ 
Ane tM elTc pound carronade oa her top-galh^ 
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fbreoastle, as a shiftini; guo« aud one 4 or C pornido 
er> and 2 swivels mountcfl aft. I fiDd by her quar^ 
ter bill, that ber ci*cw consisted of 134 nMn, four 
of whom were absent in a prize. 

** The cool and determined conduct of my of* 
fioers and crew during the action, and then* al- 
most unexampled exertions aftcrwaixls, entitle 
thera to my warmest acknowleclgments, and I 
beg leave most earnestly to recommeid them to 
the notice of^ovemment 

** By u||||^Ddi$po.sition of licut. Stewart, I was 
deprived 0f the services of an excellent officer— 
had |ie "been able to stand the deck, I am confident 
his exertions would not have been surpassed by 
any one on board. I shonld be doing injustice to 
the merits of lieut. Shulttfcki <^<^d acting lieute- 
nants Connor and Newton, were 1 not to i^com* 
mend them particularly to your notioa. Lieut 
Shubrick was in the actions with the Guerriere and 
Ja^-a— >Capt. Hull and commodore Bainbridge can 
bear testimony as to his coolness aud good con* 
duct on both occasions. AVith the greatest res-

who i^ce it in its proper light He certainly waa not war- 
ranted iu questioning the Eacrcd pledge 1 vnfi9 to Ua. 
TLc confidence I had in tko gallant commmder, the biara 
officers and rrew of ihc Hornet, (all of whom exhibltad Oe 
most ardent desire for the contejt,) induced mo to take the 
r<*.^onsibility of the pledge, from which I certainly ahouU 
never Uave swerved; and the stroreest pitidf.I can give of 
1 hat confidence, is leaving the Home., four days together off 
'he liarbor in which the Bonne Citoyenne laid, and fron 
'.vhich i.ht could discover that the Constitution waa not withr

** On my leavic^ the coast of Brazil, I left capt L&wiene^ 
to watch her, and have no doubt, should he fall in with hiTi 
ihat the result will be honorable to Us eonntry and self.

" 5IRr-In conBequence of the unfortunate death of Lieu ' 
I ttoant Conunandant William Bitnrowst late commander of 
I this reasel, it devolves on me to acquaint you with the re- 
mit of our cruise. After sailing flrom Portsmouth on the 
Ist inst we steered to the eastward ; and, on the momins 
of the 3d, off Wood Island, discovered a schooner, which 
ire chased into this harbor, where we anchored. On the 
morning of the 4th, weighed anchor and swept out, and con- 
tinued our course to the eastward. Having received in- 
formation of several privateers being off Manbagan, we 
vtood for that place; and, on the following morning, in the 
bay near Penguin Point, discovered a brig getting under 
■way, which appeared to be a vessel of war, and to which 
we immediately gave chase. She fired several guns, and 
fltxiod for us, having four ensigns hoisted. After reconnoiter- 
ing, and discovering her force, and the natioR to whieli 
abe belonged, we hauled upon a wind to stand out of the 
Bay, and at three o*clock shortened sail, tacked, and run 
dovrn with an intention to bring her to close action. At 
twenty minutes after 3 P. M. when within half pistol shot, 
the firing commenced from both, and after being warmly 
kept up, with some manoeuverine, tbe enemy liailed and 
said they bad surrendered, about 4 P. !M.— Their colors be- 
ing nailed to tbe roasts, could not be hai^ted down.— She 
proved to be his B. M. brig Boxer, of U guns, Samuel 
Blythe, commander, who fell in the early part of the en- 
gagement, having received a cannon shot through the body. 
And I am sorry to add, that Lieut Burrows, who had so 
gallantly led us to actios, flel! also about the same time by 
a mosket ball, which terminated his existence in eight 
hours.

Finding she could no longer annoy 
I left her in charge of Lieut Tamall, who, I was 
f»mn the bravery already diiq^layed by him, wo' 
would coaport with the Iwoor of the llag.-*At 
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Mtj^ vr\nd springing up, Capt Elliott was enabled to brisg 
hi^vesscl, the Niagara, gallantly into close action; I im* 
mediately went on board of her, when he anticipated my 
wish by volunteering to bring the schooners which had been 
kept astern by the lightness of the wind, into close action. 
It -v^ with unspeakable pain that I saw, soon after I got oa 
board the Niagara, the flag of the Lawrence come down, al- 
though I was perfectly sensible that she bad been defended 
to the last, and that to hare continued to make a show oC 
resistance would have been a wanton sacrifice of th* 
remains of her brave crew. But the enemy was not 
able to take possession of ber, and circumstances soon 
permitted her flag again to be hoisted. At 45 minute* 
past 2, the signal was made for ** close action.** Th« 
Kiagara being very little injured, I determined to past 
through the enemy^s line, bore up and passed ahead ot 
their two ships and a brig, giving a raking fire to them 
from the starboard guns, and to a large schooner aoA 
■loop, from the larboard side, at half pistol shot distance. 
The smaller vessels at this time having got within grapa 
and cannister distance, under the direction of Capt. Elliott, 
and keeping up a well directed fire, the two ships, a brig, 
and a schooner surrendered, a schooner and aloop making • 
tain attempt to escape. 

*' Those officers and men who were immediately under 
my observation evinced the greatest gallantry, and I have 
so doubt that all others conducted themselves as became 
American officers and seamen.

That Samuel McKeeha 
regular flag of truce, was fired upon, one of his attend 
killed, and he himself immured in a dungeon. Innum 
ble are the horrid acts of barbarity beside. One of tl 
almost defies belief, viz. a gallant young officer of the A 
ricaii army, falling into the power of the enemy, his b 
was afterwards found by bis comrades, with his heart 1 
firom his side, and Rtuffed into his mouth.
